For Interesiing HeaftluBfllattrrsee ^atpnge 

The dii-cusaiou upon the Reciprocity 
Resolutions was continued yesterday with 
closed doors, and we are threatened with 
another secret session to-day orer the 
same subject. It is u circumstance deeply 
to be deplored that the Council should 
hare seen proper to exclude strangers 
while so important a subject is under 
di8cus9ioa. The pabiio bare an an 
doubted right to know what steps the 
Council propose to take in this all-import 
ant matter, and to listen to or read the 
views of the honorable members. We 
do not propose to dispute the right of the 
Council to ozciade strangers at any time; 
but we doubt the propriety of their 
exclasioa under existing circum 
stances. The action of the Council 
carries us back to the time when 
to take notes of a debate in Parlia' 
ment was to lay oneself liable to prosecu- 
tion ; and when any pei^on detected with 
a piece of blunk paper or a pencil in his 
hand was immediately expelled by the 
Sergcant-nt-ArmJ on Buspicion of being a 
reporter. Il'ipplly, tho^so liays are over 
in England ; and it has remained for a 
legislative body of the present day in 
"Vancouver Island to resurrect the dead" 
and-buried gag-law and pat it into prac< 
ticQ to prevent the public from being 
properly informed as to what is passing. 
We have no complaint to make against 
this — shall wo not say invasion of popular 
rights ? If the public are satisfied, we 
are. If they are content to receive the 
meagre report day after day, snch 
as we send forth to->day, we'sball be 
most happy to escapo a very arduous 
and unpleasant duty. Bat that there 
is any good reason for conducting the 
debato with olosod doors, we do not 
believe — and it is the vory absence of 
reaHcn, point or object that renders 
the act of oxclasion the more iaex- 
ottsable. 



TouoNTO. Dec 15— In the House to- 
night MrWood made bisfinaooial state'? 
meat. Mr Wood estimates the debt fall- 
ing on Quebec and Ontario at 88 500,000 
and Outurio's share ui, $5,289,000. The 
balance sheet to the fipftt of January 
shows a snrpius of $7S5,000, from which 
is to be deducted the interest on debt, 
leovinj: a net balance of about 8600,000.

Sti Andrew's Church Soirect 

The new structure for this congrBgation ban 
lag nearljr complotod, the annual social aa- 
Bembly of the congregation and their friends 
w«l held within it on Wednesday evening, 
prior to its dedication, which will bo in a few 
weeka. The beauty of itg. exterior has been 
muked by all, but (bii was the first opportu- 
nity many had of obserTinc; the harmony and 
gracefalatsi of the interior. Gouspicnoaa 
among the decorations — flagg, evergreens, rSie — 
WHS the symbol of the Ohurch of Scollaud, the 
burning bush, with the usual motto, beauti- 
fully illuminated. Eleven Urge tables were 
laid out by the Indies of the couprepation, 
amply provided, sparkling with silver ond 
crystal, and surrounded by six hundred guests. 
A mora beautiful sight soldom presents itself 
than the view from the organ gallery of this 
brightand joyous scene spread out under the 
sweeping ariibes. 

The Ohoir was talcen about seven o'clock by 
the roiuibtor, the Rev. Thoa. Somervillo, M. A., 
who WHS supported by tha hon. John Rob-, 
son, and llessrs. Alex. Monro, J. Bissett, R. 
WsUaco, A. U. Robertson, Ij. Franklin and 
Jamea GiUon. The lOOlb psaliu liiiviiig been 
sung by all topethor, a long hour was pleai 
suntly spent in tha discussion of tea, cakes, 
&c., when the Rev. Chairman said, that they 
had hithfrto worshipped in ihi; Tulioroacle, 
but were now about to enter the temple. Thay 
had all board o( the Temple of Solomon and 
the glory thereof; but yet be could boast that 
Solotaon in all his glory had never presided 
at such a teameeting as this. Ho took the 
presence of so many as an evidence of the gem. 
eral goodwill to their congregational efforts, 
and the reasonable pride which the community 
fell in the last erected public edifice. Without 
the encouragomeiU of uny public regervo or 
even a vacant lot, the uianngers had succeed- 
ed in raising, in enduring material, a church 
which would he a creditable improvement to 
the city. Ruskin had termed architecture 
' crystalized poetrj,' and ho was ofopicion 
that the poetry of Mr. Tiudeman'a design had 
been well crystalized by Messrs. llayword !i 
JenhittSOn the contractors. The managers and 
himself were exceedingly thankful that ever 
since thflj*eautifal day in Aagust "'^len the 
foundatton'Blone was laid, it had gradually 
risen up, and now approached completion with 
out a single accident or unfortunate interrupt 

A. R. Robertson, Esq., being called upon, 
asid, that the audience would allow him all 
the latitude of after dinner spoeches. Do felt 
that if he iroaled of any of the staple topics it 
might be jaid bii speech was an old one. 
There ia no doubt that Conl'oderolion will 
sooner or later take place, and ho would say 
m few words in tho embryo literature of the 
Dominion. TUe achievements of their greot 
men in the field of letters constituted the 
crowning glory' of the older conntries. He 
could not yet point to such illustrious names 
nor to men who had done so much to expand 
the empire of human reason. He would, how- 
ever, mention some who had talents, which, 
nnder more favorable circumstances, would 
have placed them in the very highest position. 
The spoakor then went on to explain that the 
disparivyl was entirely duo to the want of a 
class in now countries to devote themselves to 
Study, and the want of such moans of educa- 
tion as galleries of art, museums, &c., the re- 
sult being, that while education is more gcn- 
•ratly diffused in now countries, it seldom 
attains such a high degree of excellence. Rich 
prires, such as knighthood, were held out to 
authors in Britain, which did not exist m new 
countries, lie then referred to Dominion au- 
thors, the hon. D'Arcy McGeo as a historian, 
and spoke of several pools, Baxter, Mackay, 
PatersoQ and others, and conclttdod by reading 
several very interestinp extracts. 

Uon J. Robson, of Now Weslminater, was 
hero introduced by Mr. SomerviUo. He said 
that he waa tbat strange animal from that 
little fishing village on the banks of tho Eraser, 
so- often graphically described by his imcerc 
friend Mr. Higgins. in tho Colonist, (laughter) 
ud tbat after landing ho was met by Mr. bom- 
•rville who told him that he wanted bim to 
• come and make a speech-he wonted to trot 
bim out" C* laagh-) H« P^"^ high compli- 
Sioat to tho nobfe bailding m which ihe 
gathering was assembled, to the Presbyter- 
ians as a bDdv, and to the energy and perse- 
Toranco and laiib which had raised the struc- 
tnro to its present proportions. In concluding 
Mr Robson made a short aiidross to mothers 
"nd their duly towards their children, and 
Retired amid applause. Wo trun, now that 
Ihi, genlleman has been afforded an opportu- 
„i r If meeting the generous peoyle ^^^o.n^l
